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Dcarine the noon hour on the 2ist a 
fearful powder explosion occurred in 
the Blanche coal mine, located at the 
west end of Colliers, W. Va. Twenty- 
five kegs of powder exploded, causing 
the instant death of three miners and 
the serious wounding of eight, three 
probably fatally. 

WHILE the remains of Joshua Sum- 
mers were being taken into the ceme- 
tery at Brown City, Mich.. for inter- 
ment, on the 20th, the horses attached 
to the hearse became frightened and 
ranaway. The horses and hearse were 
thrown into a ditch, the casket crashed 
through the glass window and the 
corpse fell out of the coffin and was 
badly mutilated by the vehicle rolling 
over it. 

On the 2ist the governor of Maryland 
postponed until January 3 the execu- 
tion of the eight murderers of Dr. Hill, 
of Annapolis, who were to hang at 
liestertown during Christmas week. 

At Lotus, Ind., recently, arsenic was 
put in the well on the Crawley farm, 
and failing to kill the family, poison 
was next putin the flour barrel. Mr. 
Crawley and a son have died. 

WHILE celebrating at a democratic 
ratification meeting near Grantsburg, 
Ind., on the night of the 2ist, Henry 
Vogleson’s hand was nearly torn off by 
the bursting of an anvil which was be- 
ing used to fire a salute. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

Ir was semi-officially announced on 
the 2ist that the British government 
had resolved to retain Ugandi. In this 
event a special committee will be sent 
out. 

ALt delegates to the international 
monetary conference had arrived at 
Brussels on the 21st.

On the 2ist the Bristol county (Mass.) 
grand jury, which had been examining 
the Borden case, was dismissed until 
‘December 1. It is presumed that the 
officers have struck a new lead, and that 
this brief adjournment is to give them 
a chance to present more definite evi- 
dence before the grand jury.

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THE MEN SURRENDER. 


The Strikejat Homestead Finally Declared 
Off—Looking Starvation in the Face— 
The Men, Without Employment, With. 
out Means, With No Prospect of Secur- 
ing Work, Contemplate the Struggle 
for Life. 

HomeEsTeaD, Pa., Nov. 22.—The great 
Homestead strike, or lockout, was 
brought toan end yesterday morning 
at a meeting presided over by Richard 
Hotchkiss, the new chairman of the 
strikers’ advisory board. Secretary 
Kilgallen, Vice-President Carney and 
Treasurer Madden, national officers of 
the Amalgamated association, were 
present. The lockout had reached its 
one hundred and forty-fourth day. Its 
history is known the world over. 

The vote that opened the Homestead 
steel works to Amalgamated men stood 
101 to91. The meeting was a red-hot 
one allthe way throug® and at one 
time it looked as if Burgess Hollings- 
head would have to assert his official 
authority to prevent serious conflict. 
Charges and countercharges were the 
order of the day. 

Newspaper representatives were ex- 
cluded, but the information is reliable 
that those wishing to declare the mill 
open barely succeeded in carrying their 
point. 

Now that the agony is over the men 
are not backward about expressing 
their opinions of the men who have 
posed as leaders, confidently prom- 
ising a victory when they knew for a 
certainty that the battle was hope- 
lessiy lost. It is expected that the 
amalgamated men will join in the rush 
for positions. According to Superin- 
tendent Wood of the Homestead works 
not more than 809 or 900 of the total 
number of old employes will be able to 
secure employment. 

Before the break of last Thursdav 
there were left in Homestead about 
2,800 of the original 3,800 men who 
were locked out on the 25th day of 
June. Of these 2,800 men 2,200 men 
were mechanics and laborers, and 600 
Amalgamated association men. Up to 
date 1,100 men have applied for work, 
and it is estimated that not more than 
#50 have been supplied with employ- 
ment. 

Saturday’s meeting was attended ex- 
clusively by Amalgamated association 
members, much to the chagrin and dis- 
appointment of the sympathetic me- 
chanics who were turned aside. They 
turned to their homes in silence, hope 
dead within-them. The meeting was 
not a large one, and considerable sur- 
prise attended the announcement of 
the resignation of Chairman Crawford. 


When his resignation had been ac- 
cepted, a striker arose and moved that 
the lockout be declared at an end, and 
that the men be allowed to seek em- 
ployment in the Homestead mill. Dis- 
cussion of this question continued un- 
til 6 o'clock, when the meeting ad- 
journed without result. Yesterday 
morning the same question was taken 
up, but those forand against it were 
afraid to force the question toa vote, 
so evenly were they divided. 

Only about 309 men attended yester- 
day's mecting. Those opposed to 
bringing the fight toanend struggled 
hard to prevent a ballot, pleading, 
arguing and predicting the disintegra- 
tion of the Amalgamated association in 
the event of such action. Those patri- 
otic stee] workers who repeatedly have 
stated that they would prefer naked- 
ness and starvation rather than ac- 
knowledge defeat were in the minority 
and they knew it. They pleaded with 
their brethren to stand firm to show 
the world that they had not forgotten 
the men who were lying in prison eells 
awaiting trial. 

It was of no avail. The question was 
put and the vote was a standing one. 
When Vice-President Carney an- 
nounced the result there was no joy- 
ous outburst. There was no demon- 
stration as that following the vote of 
the mechanies declaring themselves 
inde pendent of the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation. Fora few minutes the men 
satand stared at each other. Then 
followed angry denunciations. 

The men slowly left the hall in twos 
and threes. They seemed loth to leave 
the building, the very rafters of which 
have quivered with: the declarations 
made a thousand times that victory 
was theirs if they would only be pa- 
tient. 

Yesterday afternoon and evening the 
men stood in small groups about the 
streets, discussing the plight they 
found themselves in. With winter 
upon them, they see nothing in store 
now but a struggle for existence, which 
may assume the proportionsof a fam- 
ine. The oft-repeated declarations of 
the Carnegie officials that the nona- 
union men will not be displaced to give 
employment to strikers renders abso- 
Intely no hope in Homestead for 2,000 
of the defeated steel workers. 

Assistant Superintendent Wood said 
last night: “I do not think that more 
than 800 or 900 men can secure employ- 
ment, unless business brightens up so 
as to enable us to run. our 
plant to its utmost capacity. 
Some yard improvements are also 
contemplated that will give tem- 
porary employment to some of the 
men. The company held out no In- 
ducement whatever for the men to re- 
turn. The men realized that the strike 
was lost;had no money;winter was upon 
them and they saw the only course 
open was to try to obtain work. At no 
time has there been over 2,600 new men 
in the works since the start was made 
inJuly. Counting every man employed 
since the strike the total will not ex- 
ceed 9,500,” 











RUSK'S REPORT. 


Synopsis ofthe Fourth Annual Report of 

Secre Rusk of the Agricultural De- 
A Valuable Document fcr 
illions on the Credit Side of 









the per’a and Stock Grower's 
Ledgers the Result of the Depart. 
ments Lebors. 


WasHIN@Ton, Nov. 21.—Secretary 
Rusk hasjsought to make his fourth 
and last ual report as head of the 
department of agriculture a valuable 
document and has grouped»together 
many intetesting facts to show the ag- 
ricultural people what we are and what 
a proper thing it was to make the 
commissioner of agriculture a cabinet 
officer. He says we sent abroad last 
year $200,000,000 of products more than 
we had to import from foreign nations, 
and 80 percent. of these products were 
agricultural. 

‘He claims some credit for that, be- 
cause he Shows an increase of 40,- 
000,000 pounds weight of pork sent to 
countries ‘which formerly excluded 
American pork, and $40,000,000 value 
increase in our exports of live cattle. 
All this eoines from the increased pre- 
cautions fo secure healthfulness of 
American jood products. The regula- 
tions enforced for the prevention of 
Texas fever alone have saved cattle- 
growers more than three times the cost 
of running the whole department. 

Notwithgtanding the assertions to 
the contraty of wicked and prejudiced 


London newspapers, he again declares 
that cple pneumonia does not exist 
in the United States. This result. he 


claims, hag been obtained at a cost 
less by €100,000 than was paid out 
by Great Britain during seven years 
as indemitity for slaughtered cattle 
alone. He also points out that the to- 
tal loss to the cattle-growers of Great 
Britain indeaths alone has amounted 
to not less than a half billion of dollars, 
and that this is the only country in 
the worldgwhere the disease, having 
once gained a foothold, has been en- 
tirely eradicated. 

He explains why our wheat did not 
realize the big hopes raised by the 
short cropsin various European coun- 
tries in 1891, by saying that those an- 
ticipations of enhanced prices failed to 
take into aecount the changed condi- 
tions now Surrounding the production 
and marketing of the world’s wheat 
crop. a 

‘“Yaking, the world throughout the 
fat crops jaore than equaled the lean 


crops of 1891 so that there was actually. 


more wheat grown in that. year than 
in 1890. Even the exports from Russia, 
where famine existed in so large a sec- 
tion and where exports were for a time 
prohibited, amounted to 105,000,000 
bushels, nearly as much as the average 
of the past four years and more than 
the average for the past ten years.” 

He says: “The conditions which have 
at last overwhelmed cotton growers 
now confront wheat growers. IMHence 
the American farmer must reduce th2 
wheat acreage and so bring production 
down to the normal demand. 

While insisting that southern cotton 
growers must continue to reduce the 
acreage of cotton planted, he has some 
encouragement to offer them in the 
shape of new varieties of cotton seed. 
He has undertaken experiments with 
imported seed to secure the production 
of a home-grown cotton, which will 
meet all the requirements for which 
Egyptian and other cottons are now 
imported. 

He also wants the United States to 
raise its own raw silk- instead of send- 
ing $25,000,000 a year abroad for the 
raw material; and he thinks we might 
also save $67,000,000 a year which we 
now spend on importe.t fibers. 

He has some hopes of getting the 
Germans to use our Indian corn. Many 
difficulties have attended the introduc- 
tion of a new food, heretofore gener- 
ally regarded in Europe as not suita- 
ble for human consumption. A mixed 
corn and rye bread was found neces- 
sary to secure keeping qualities in a 
country where all bread is made and 
sold by the bakeries, and corn-grind- 
ing machinery purchased in America 
is now in use in several mills in that 
country; one result is the maintenance 
of the price of corn in the face of 
largely increased exports, conditions 
which have heretofore always accom- 
panied a great depreciation in price. 
The corn exports for 1890, the only 
year in which they have equaled those 


of the present year, brought’ the 
price down to a fraction under 
42 cents a bushel at the port 


of shipment, against a fraction over 
55 cents a bushel this year, a differ- 
ence aggregating on the exports of the 
past fiscal year, not less than $10,000,- 
000. 

The report is the first from the cab 
inet to find its way tothe presiden? 
desk. 

Secretary Rusk throws cold water 
on the rain-makers. The experiments 
are being loyally made as congress di- 


f rected, but the facts in his possession 


do not justify the anticipations formed 
by the believers in this method of arti- 
ficial rain-making. 

As his last word, the secretary ex- 
presses his profound appreciation of 
the cordial sympathy and broad intel- 
ligence with which the president has 
uniformly, throughout his administra- 
tion, heeded the needs of agriculture, 
and he predicts that the people of this 
country will learn to appreciate more 
and more the fact that the first admin- 
istration during which the department 
of agriculture held the rank of an ex- 
acutive department of the government 
was presided over by a chief executive 
who never failed to appreciate the im- 
portance of agriculture, its dignity and 


its value to the country at large. 


1OSSES BY FLOODS. . 


The State of Washington the Scene of 
Disastrous Floods Caused by RKecunt 
Heavy Storms—A Number of Lives Lost 

- at Varlous Points and a Vast Amount of 
Damage to Rallroad and Private Prop- 
erty. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Nov. 223.— Reports 
received from the districts visited by 
the recent storm show a far greater 
loss than was at first anticipated. At 
Sedro several lives are reported lost, 
and fatalities are reported in Skugitand 
Stillaguamish valley from the floods. 
Mount Vernon, Fir, La Conner, Hamil- 
ton and other towns are under water 
four or more feet deep, and people are 
removing their effects to higher ground, 
fearing a still greater rise. 

The Skagit river is so full of logs and 
drift that navigation is suspended. 
Nearly 1,000,000 feet of logs came down 
Sunday, tearing out the pier of the 
Wadon bridge at Mount Vernon,. snap- 
ping piles off like frail weeds. The 
banks of the river are lined with people 
watching the mad torrent. 

Several breaks have occurred in the 
levec, and the valleys and towns 
are the scenes of desolation. 
The lower floors of the houses 
are covered with several feet 
of water, while the water in 
the streets is so high as to make pedes- 
trianism almost impossible. In one place 
the break in the levee is half amile 
long and six feet wide, and the torrent 
is rushing madly through the town of 
Pir. Beaver Marsh and the town of 
La Conner are also flooded, and the 
farmers are driving their stock to high 
ground. The damage to the farming 
district alone will reach hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

The telegraph lines are prostrated in 
many sections, and when communica- 
tion has been restored a fearful tale 
may be told. Railroad washouts are 
reported fron’ many parts of the coun- 
try. In many places big landslides have 
washed out the road bed for miles. At 
Samish lake and Ricksham several hun- 
dred feet of track have been washed 
out, and at the former place a bridge 
was carried away. Sunday a Seattle 
& Northern train ran into a floating 
bridge in the Skagit valley, and 
the engine and baggage car went 
into the river, The fireman was buried 
under the locomotive, and the engineer 
and baggageman ohly saved them- 
selves by jumping and swimming shore. 

Word from the town of Stanwood 
says that that place is flooded, and 
that it was found necessary to aban- 
don the lower floors of buildings ow- 
ing to the high waters. Communica- 
tion with the ether districts is cut off, 
except by steamer. 

The southwestern part of the state 
did not fare so badly as the northwest- 
ern, judging from the reports received 
from that section. Heavy rains have 
prevailed and the creeks and rivers are 
swollen beyond precedence, but no 
great damage beyond losses of logs and 
shingle booms are reported. The rail- 
roads, however, suffered considerably 
by landslides, and numerous bridges 
and considerable track have been 
washed away. 

The rain has ceased and the wind is 
more moderate, and it is now believed 
that the worst is over. Many here be- 
lieve, or at least hope, that the reports 
from the flooded districts are somewhat 
exaggerated, as is usual in cases of 
floods, but others think the worst is not 
yet known. 

The log jam at Snohomish railway 
bridge has grown to half a mile in 
length, and the bridge begins to show 
signs of weakness. Should it give way 
the people in the bottom lands will 
perish. 








A HEAVY LOSS. 


A Lindell Railway Street Car House and 
a Large Amount of Rolling Stock and 
Other Valuable Property Barned at St. 
Louis, 

Sr. Louis, Nov. 22.—Fire broke out 
at 1:30 a. m. in the car house of the 
Lindell street railway on Finney ave- 
nue, west of Vandeventer avenue, com- 
pletely gutting the building and de- 
stroying itscontents. The burned build- 
ing was a large one-story brick struc- 
ture, and at the time was occupied by 
twelve motor cars, two vestibule cars, 
thirteen trailers and two tank cars. 
The flames spread to a= small 
‘brick building in the rear, filled 
with electrical machinery, which was 
also destroyed. ‘The fire is be- 
lieved to have originated through the 
explosion of a lamp in one of the cars. 
The motors are valued at $3,000 each 
and the trailers at $1,200. The total 
loss will be nearly $100,000. The flames 
spread rapidly, and for a time it looked 
as if some of the adjoining residences 
would be destroyed. The occupants 
were greatly alarmed, but the firemen, 
by strenuous efforts, confined the blaze 
to the property of the railroad com- 
pany. The loss is fully covered by in- 
surance. 


A COLD PLUNGE. 


Negroes Surprised ut Craps Jump Into a 
Canal With Fatai Results. 

New Orveans, Nov. 22.--The new 
basin at the intersection of Willow 
street was the scéneof excitement Sun- 
day afternoon. Two or three thou- 
sand people, mostly colored, lined its 
banks all watching the struggling of 
nearly a score of negroes who had 
risked their lives to escape arrest by 
plunging into the chilly waters of the 
canal. One man was drowned, two 
are reported missing- and two-others 
are dying from the effects of the plunge

DEATH IN THE MINE, 


Frightful Explosion in a West Virginia 
Colllery—Twenty-Five Kegs of Gunpow- 
der, Accidently Ignited, Spread Death 
and Maiming in All Directions—A Fer- 
tunate Circumstance Which Saved Many 
Lives. 

STEUBENVILLE, O., Noy. 22.—A fear- 
ful powder explosion oceurred shortly 
after noon yesterday in the Blanch 
coal mine, located at the west end of 
Colliers, W. Va. Twenty-five kegs of 





death of three miners and the serio 
wounding of eight others, three 
whom will probably die. 

The names of those who were killed 
are: 

John Piesky. 

Westlyn Anderson, colored. 

Michael Cehoker. 

The wounded are: William Anderson, 
colored. Edward Cook, colored; horri- 
bly burned about head and back; will 
die. John Gillespie, lately came from 
Akron, 0.; burned badly. John An- 
derson, colored, on his way tothe mine, 
was blown out a distance of several 
feet on a trestle; head badly cut. Law- 
rence Campbell, burned about arms and 
back. John Saging, burned very seri- 
ously about arms and head; was sent to 
a Pittsburgh hospital. Matthew 
Wright, burned about head and back. 
George Teeters, injured internally. 
John Ramsey, burned about head and 
arms. 

John Hullym a miner, is missing, but 
it is not known whether he was about 
at the time of the explosion or not. 

The explosion occurred as the men 
were returning from dinner, which was 
providential, for had it oveurred ten 
minutes later the destruction of life 
would have been something dreadful. 
The force of the explosion was terrific 
the ground being shaken as though by 
an earthquake. The force of the ex- 
plosion is further shown by the dis- 
tance to which some of the men were 
blown through the air, in some cases 
over 100 yards. 

It is supposed that the explosion was 
caused by a piece of fuse which became 
lighted in some manner and conveyed 
the fatal spark to the boxes in which 
the powder cans were kept. 

The seene at the mouth of the mine 
following the explosion was one of 
great excitement. The entire popula- 
tion gathered and the women, suppos- 
ing at first that a larger force were in 
the mine than really were, begged that 
rescuers go into them. It would have 
been death, however, to have gone in 
before the air had ¢Té¥red. 

That some of those who were in the 
mine were not suffocated to death is 
due to the presence of mind of James 
Clark and James Boden, who got the 
outside door of the shaft, which had 
been blown from its hinges, and re- 
placed it. 

The mine belongs to H. C. Smith, of 
New Cumberland, W. Va., and William 
Smith and John MeNutt, of Wellsville. 
About fifty men are employed in the 
mine, which has been in operation 
sinve May, 1891. 


A TRIPLE TRAGEDY. 





William R. Binder Exterminates His Fain- 
ily and Himself While Apparently inan 
Unbalanced Condition of Mind—Tho 
Herrible Sight which Met the Gaze ef 
Neighbors when Called on. 
MILWAUKEF, Noy. 22.—William 2. 

Binder, bookkeeper for B. Leidersdorf 
& Co., wholesale tobaceo, killed his 
wife, his 5-year-old daughter and then 
himself at about 6:30 a. m., at the resi- 
dence of the family at 876 Cambridge 
avenue. The servant girl, Emma ‘Dif- 
fent, was the only person in the house 
with the little family,and slept upstairs 
in a room almost next to them. 
About 5 a. m. she heard Mr. Binder get 
up and go to the bath-room, and she 
heard him return. At 6 o'clock she got 
up and went down into the kitchen to 
get breakfast. While she was busy she 
heard two sharp reports in quick suec- 
cession, but the furnace had a habit of 
emitting such sharp concussions, .and 
she paid no attention to it and went on 
with her work. 

When breakfast was ready she rang 
the bell, then rang it avain, and finally 
went up stairs to call the family. The 
door was open, and she saw Mr. Binder 
in the bed with a revolver in his hand. 
She aroused the neighbors, and when 


they came in a horrible sight .met 
their gaze. Mr. Binder lay on his 
back, dead, with a revolver in 


his hand and a fearful wound in his 
head, over his right ear. His wife had 
her face turned toward the wall, and 
tvas in the last gasps of life, with a 
bullet hole in her head, over the right 
ear, and the little 5-vear-old daughter 
lay in a small bed at the foot of the bed 
in which her parents lay, and was also 
nearly dead with a bullet hole over her 
right ear. 

The husband and father held a small 
revolver clutched in his right hand 
and Jay covered up in bed. as if noth- 
ing had happened. He evidently had 
carefully planned the double murder 
and suicide. He held the revolver so 
close to the heads of his victims that 
the hair on their heads was singed. 
The wife died in about half an hour 
and the child lived till shortly after 
noon. 

No cause whatever can be ascer- 
tained for this rash deed. The family 
were known to live happily together 
and no discord could have occurred. 
He left no explanation giving a reason 
for the awful tragedy. He was about 
$6 years old, his wife 30 and the little 
girl 5. He wasa sober, steady, indus- 
trious man, of a lively cheerful disposi- 
tion, and had mauy friends. It is 
thonght overwork probably unbalanced

That Is Now in a Peck of Trouble 
Financially. 


THE PROHIBITION SCHEME, 


A Town Was to Have Been Founded 
That Would Forever Prohib& 
the Sale. of Liquor--Stock _ 
Was Not Paid Up. ' 











New York, Nov. 25.—A late eGition 
of The Herald says: 

“An unpleasant alternative has been 
thrust upon some of the stockholders of 
the East Tennessee Land company. 
The returns on their cash investments 
have not been what they hoped for. 
Now they are asked in a letter issued by 
the company on November 14, to re- 
spond ‘“‘promptly and substantially,” to 
call for subscriptions for ‘‘the first lien 
preferred” stock on to expect the ap- 
pointment of a receiver forthe company 
within fifty days. 

“The East Tennessee Land company 
was organized three years ago by lead- 
ing Prohibitionists, with the object of 
founding a.town that should be forever 
free from the liquor traffic. The capital 
of the company was $3,000,000. ‘The 
scheme was advertised by the Prohibi- 
tion papers, and $2,000,000 worth of 
stock was m disposed of. General 
Clinton B. Fisk, the Prohibition candi- 
date for president in 1888, was first the 
president of the company. He received 
a salary of $10,000 a year. 

“The site chosen for the town was 
within a crescent formed by the Emery 
river between the Cincinnati Southern 
railroad on the west and Walden’s ridge 
division on the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad on the 
north. Harriman, as the place was 
named, is fifty miles west of Knoxville 
and eighty miles north of Chattanooga. 
Harrinian grew and prospered. ‘The 
liquor traffic was barred by provision of 
title and deed. The population of the 
town is nearly 5,000, and growing. It 
has two banks and four newspapers. 
“The cash dividends of the per cent. 
per annum were paid in stock the first 
year. Last year, however, the semi- 
nual dividenas were paid in stock. 
hen the time came for the next semi- 
annual dividend in July last, nothing 
was paid, Instead, it was found that 
the company needed more money. The 
third million dollars of thg company’s 
stock had not been sold. It is this which 
is pow to be issued as ‘first lien prefer- 
red” stock. 

The Herald also says Mr. Wagnall, 
president of the company, said there 
was not the slightest danger of the com- 
pany going into the hands of a receiver.” 


ITALIAN PARLIAMENT. 


King Humbert Opened the Proceedings 


THE 


in Person—Court Ladies Present. 
Roms, Nov. 25.—The Italiau parlia- 
ment was opened by King Humbert in 
person. The queen and ladies of the 
court were present in the gallery and 
were heartily cheered. 

King Humbert was given au enthusi- 
astic reception. In opening the session, 
his majesty said: 

“The year drawing to a close will be 
long memorable inour history. The an- 
cient glories of Italy have furnished a 
fresh cause for legitimate pride. My 
soul is still penetrated with feelings 
stirred by the homage recently received 
at Genoa from representatives of the 
most civilized nations. These assur- 
ances of sympathy aud respect are more 
gratifying in view of the unity of pur- 
pose blending my house and people. I 
regard what is done for me as all done 
for my people. I seein the honors be- 
stowed upon me in Genoa the universal 
testimony that Italy maintains her posi- 
tion as an unwearied supporter of con- 
cord and peace. My government, in 
concord with its allies, endeavors by 
vigilant care to preserve Europe from 
any cause of dissension. Your labors 
will commence amid the guarantees of 
peace.” 

Adverting to the finances of the coun- 
try, his majesty said: “The equilibrium 

1 be attained without increasing tax- 
ation. Bills will be introduced giving 
elasticity to the revenue and promoting 
reforms in taxation. ‘Measures will also 
be introduced to bring about reforms in 
the army, and they insure that our mil- 
tary strength will not be weakened b: 
the proposed reduction in army expen 
ditures. Other bills will be presented 
dealing with national schools, judicial 
systems, maritime postal service, and 
providing for the completion of the rail- 
Way and canal system.” 

In concluding his speech King Hum- 
bert said: 

“Victor Emanuel cherished the no- 
ble ambition of restoring Italy to the 
Italians. He attained the fulfillment of 
his wish in our Rome. For inyself I 
am attracted by the ambition to con- 
nect my name with economic and_ in- 
tellectual renaissance for our country. 
and to see our dear: Italy strong, pros- 
perous and great. Such as those who 
suffered and died for her in the past 
clon her future to themselves. ‘I 

erive comfort from the affections an1 
wisdom of my people and parliament 
Let us ever preserve strong faith in 
ourselves, activity and concord in our 
desire for well doing, and to feel and 
act 60 that our work, far-seeing at pres- 
ent, will be crowned with blessings of 
the future.”

DEMOCRATS WIN. 

The democrats have carried the coun- 
try. All the doubtful states of the 
north have declared in their favor, and 
they have held their own in all the ex- 
slave states. They have carried New 
York by a larger plurality than that 
state gave to any party before in a 
presidential year since 1872, when 
Their Jead 
in Indiana apparently is greater than 
was that of the republicans in 18338, 
which was 2,548. They have also car- 
ried Iliinois, with seven or eight of the 
elecioral votes of Michigan. The re- 
publicans have lost in the west, in ad- 
dition to these states, the states of 
Kansas, Colorado, Nebraska, Wyoming 
and Nevada, which have been won by 
Weaver. 

The house of representatives has also 
gone democratic, and the senate proba- 
bly is keeping it company. Republican 
reverses have been sustained in several 
states which clect legislatures that are 
to choose successors to republican sen- 
ators whose terms end on March 4 next. 
In the present senate the republicans 
have forty-seven members, the demo- 
crats thirty-nine and the farmers’ ul- 
lianece two. Thus the republicans have 
a plurality cf only eight anda majority 
of but six in that body. Considerably 
over half of the twenty-nine senators 
whose terms expire next March are re- 
publicans. If the democrats win four 
of these republican seats without 
losing any of their own the senate will 
be tied as between the repubdlicans 
and democrats, with Stevenson's cast- 
ing vote in their favor. As the repub- 
licans are gaining nowhere, but losing 
in many places, the democrats are like- 
ly to have the next senate. 

The democrats, therefore, will be in 
undisputed contro! of all branches of 
the government for the first half of 
Cleveland's new term at least. Their 
majority in the house will not be so 
great as it is in the present body, but it 
will be great enough to give them a de- 
cided preponderance-on all questions 
on which partisan lines are drawn. 
They will thus be entirely re- 
sponsible for all the legislation 
of the two years beginning with 
March, 1893. Often in the past 
eighteen years control has been 
divided owing to a lack of partisan 
harmony between the two branches of 
congress or between one or both and 
the executive, and for this reason each 
party has been enabled to shirk re- 
sponsibility for legislation in some de- 
gree. With the democrats for the next 
two years, however, the situation will 
de different. They will have complete 
and undisputed sway in all departments 
of the government, and the people will 
be able to hold them to a rigid ac- 
countability for the management of its 
affairs.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

SILVER PLEDGES. 

The democrats have won fon their 
silver pledges, and a party in which the 
free silver south occupies so command- 
ing a position, 2 party which has prac- 
ticaliy been out of power for thirty 
years, and does not know how to rule, 
a party which has not shown at any 
time in its history the capacity to deal 
with financial or economic subjects, 
will now be called on to settle the sil- 
ver question, while the republicans 
watch the performance critically.

stock of gold and cause the silver cur- 
rency to drop to its commercial value, 
and give the country a dollar whose 
purchasing value will be less than two- 
thirds its faee. Should that happen 
there would be a sudden revulsion of 
feeling on the part of hundreds of 
thousands of those who voted for Cleve- 
land, and they would begin asking 
themselves what they had gained by 
exchanging a party which had given 
them currency at par with gold for 
fourteen years for one which broke 
down the moment it -came into power.
